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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims 
21-33 are allowable over the prior art of record for at least the reason that the prior art 
fails to teach or suggest an electronic apparatus comprising: a first housing including a 
convex portion; a heat generating component housed in the first housing; a second 
housing including a leg portion rotatably supported by the convex portion; a heat 
receiving portion provided in the first housing and thermally connected to the heat 
generating component; a heat radiating portion provided in the second housing; a 
circulation path for circulating a cooling medium between the heat receiving and heat 
radiating portions; said circulation path extending between the first housing and the 
second housing through an interior of the convex portion and an interior of the leg 
portion, the leg portion includes an opening at a part corresponding to the circulation 
path, wherein the novelty (allowable subject matter) is that said leg opening is covered 
with a removable lid. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.

2. 2. Cipolla (US Patent 5,946,187) teaches an electronic apparatus, Figs. 3-7, 
comprising: a first housing 28 including a convex portion; a heat generating component 
58 housed in the first housing; a second housing 30 including a leg portion rotatably 
supported by the convex portion; a heat receiving portion 42 provided in the first 
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housing and thermally connected to the heat generating component 58; a heat radiating 
portion 60 provided in the second housing; a circulation path for circulating a cooling 
medium between the heat receiving and heat radiating portions; said circulation path 
extending between the first housing and the second housing through an interior of the 
convex portion and an interior of the leg portion, the leg portion includes an opening at a 
part corresponding to the circulation path. Cipolla does not teach that said leg opening 
is covered with a removable lid. 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure: Kobayashi (US Patent 6,250,378).
